In recent weeks, correspond- 
ents have been barred from 
filing speculative dispatches 
from Moscow. 

(Moscow radio said Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko met the ambassadors of 
the three big Western powers 
today to talk about a summit 
conference. 

(Gromyko met separately 
with Ambassador’ Llewelyn 
Thompson, British Ambassador

Ambassador Maurice Dejean. 
“Questions were touched upon 
dealing with a conference with 
the participation of govern- 
ments,” an announcement said.)

Three-fourths pound Ricotta 
cheese or large curd cottage 
cheese. 

One-half pound Mozzarella 
cheese, sliced. 

One-half cup grated Romano 
or Parmesan cheese. 

Cook onions and garlic in fat 
until soft and yellow; push to 
side of pan, add meat, and con- 


tinue cooking until meat is 
thoroughly browned.

| In Sweden, they’re ealled 
'kottbullar; in Germany, they 
are known as fleisch-klosse; in 
| Italy, they're referred to as 
polpette, and in English speak- 
ing countries, they're known. 
as meat balls. 

Actually, there are as many 
recipes for meat balls as cooks 
preparing them, and _ each 
version varies slightly. Some- 
times all beef is used; some- 
times’ pork and/or veal is 
mixed with the beef. 

Belgian meat balls, occasion- 
ally made of cooked meat by 
the economical Belgian house- 
wife, are cooked in stock with 
onions, potatoes, and mixed 
herbs. Here’s the recipe for 
the Belgian one-dish meal:

Two cups bread cubes (about 
two and one-half slices.

Bouquet garni ‘see below). 

Chopped parsley. 

Soak bread cubes in milk. 
Brown onions in two® table- 
spoons fat, then mix with beef, 
bread, salt, pepper, nutmeg, 
lightly beaten egg yolks and 
one-third cup bouillon. 

Fold = stiffly beaten 
whites into mixture. 

Shape into balls, one inch in 
diameter, and roll in flour 
Brown in remaining fat. Add 
bouillon to cover, then add on- 
ions, potatoes, bouquet garni 
made by tieing in a cheesecloth 
bag one sprig parsley, one-half 
teaspoon thyme, one bay leaf, 
10 peppercorns and one clove 
garlic, sliced. 

Cover and simmer until pota- 
toes are tender, about 30 min- 
utes. Discard bouquet garni, 
pour into serving dish and 
sprinkle with chopped parsley.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As the Ejighty-fifth Congress 
moves toward adjournment, a 
reasonable question to ask is: 
What's happened to Federal aid 
to help educate our youth for the 
space age? 

The loud clamor and hand- 
wringing about America’s educa- 
tional needs, which followed the 
orbiting of Sputnik I last fall, has 
been replaced by seeming com- 
placency and even indifference. 
The fact is neither the Adminis- 
tration nor Congress has yet acted 
— to deal with the prob- 
em. 


Why is this so? One apparent 
reason is the failure of parents 
» to raise their voices in behalf of 
Federal aid, to let their Congress- 
men know of their deep concern. 
Capitol Hill talks about aid to 
education, but the key to action 
is constituent interest. And this, 
seg to legislators, is lack- 
ng. 

Even if there were no Soviet 
threat, our present shortage-rid- 
den schools and colleges cannot 

roduce the brain-power the 

nited States needs to develop 
its vast potentialities. 


Many local school districts are 
trying to improve their schools, 
but with only the local property 
tax to support the effort, the bur- 
den becomes onerous. To my 
mind, the real answer lies in help 
from the Federal Government, 
which collects two-thirds of the 
taxes we pay. ¢ 


Federal, state and local govern- 
ments co-operate in the financing 
of highway construction, hospitals, 
etc. In the national interest, why 
shouldn't this same kind of co- 
operation be carried on for edu- 
cation? 


If we continue to neglect our 
schools, our nation will pay a 
heavy price. The future of Amer- 
ica is bound to the intelligence, 
training and resourcefulness of 
our youth. We, as parents, should 
strongly urge action on aid to 
education — before Cofigress ad- 
journs.

Kennedy of Ma: usetts, a Democrat, and 
Ives of ‘New York, a Republican, .introduced 
a bipartisan bill. .It provided for public re- 
porting by unions and their officers of fi- 
nances and laws; for a union democracy code 
including secret elections; for penalties for 
corrupt officers; and, on the other side, for 
a change in the law which prohibits economic 
strikers from ‘v6 in a bargaining election 
but permits eplacements to vote. 

The two Senators knew they could not sat- 
isfy everybody, But they conferred with the 
Labor Department, and offered the Admin- 
istration much of what it sought. Their bill 
passed the Labor Committee with only one 
dissenting vote. 

Senators Kennedy and Ives got their first 
jolt when a statement was issued for Secre- 
tary of Labor Mitchell, who was in Europe, 
branding their bill “pitifully ineffective.” In 
particular, Mr. Mitchell charged that limiting 
reports to unions with more than 200 mem- 
bers would exempt 60 per cent of all unions 
from making such reports. Senator Kennedy 
denied this, and insisted that unions with 93 
per cent of all union membership would have 
to report. 

Nevertheless, Senators Kennedy and Ives 
willingly accepted an Administration amend- 
ment eliminating the restriction, along with 
nine other amendments. The moderates 
fought, and defeated by 53 to 30, one Ad- 
ministration amendment to deny Taft-Hart- 
ley bargaining privileges to unions whose of- 
ficers failed to file reports. Senator Kennedy 
noted that this would have penalized unidn 
members for actions of their officers. 

Yet the Republican Senate leadership was 
dissatisfied. The Administration itself of- 
fered a proposal it had not offered before— 
to let the states act in the labor field where 
the National Labor Relations Board did not 
act. And the Republican Old Guard, led by 
Minority Leader Knowland of California, 
dropped another score of amendments in the 
hopper. 

Do the conservative Republicans really 
want a labor bill this year°or do they only 
want to make a campaign charge that the 
Democrats backed a “soft” bill? ‘The ques- 
tion is valid because they know they have no 
chance of passing punitive labor legislation. 
Senator McClellan of Arkansas, a realist in 
such matters, said, “We can load this bill 
down with things I favor and others favor— 
and we'll get no legislation at all.” 

Senator Ives, a Republican, offered the 
same warning. “If the Republicans insist 
on making a Republican measure out of this 
legislation,” he said, “I’m going to block it.” 

Recent history has shown that partisanship 
can only wreck labor legislation. And in view 
of Senator Knowland’s poor showing with 
labor issues in the California gubernatorial 
primary, it would be’a mistake for the Ad- 
ministration to try to appease his bloc on 
the labor issue. Insisting on extremist labor 
legislation this year is not even good politics. 

What the public expects in 1958 is fairness, 
and action. November’s candidates will be 
judged by those tests. 


The Swiss Anti-Suffragettes 


That’s a curious movement for anti-wom- 
an’s-suffrage which is developing in Switzer- 
land. And when it comes down to specific 
logics, it gets, as another of the same sex 
named Alice once remarked, curiouser and 
curiouser. The committee of non-suffragettes 
which has been formed at Lucerne argues 
that there’s simply no way for a woman voter 
to win. If she votes the same way as her 
husband, her ballot isn’t needed; and if she 
doesn’t, her vote merely cancels his out. 

We do not doubt that some equally ingenu- 
ous rationale for defeatism could also be de- 
veloped for unmarried women, Even the 
most regnant male voter’s vote might be re- 
garded as adding to or canceling out some- 
body else’s—a son’s, a father’s, a cousin’s, a 
neighbor’s, or a perfect stranger’s. If every- 
one raised the objection which seems to weigh 
so heavily with the League of Women Non- 
Voters in Lucerne, it is difficult to see how 
anyone would vote at all. 

However, there is a still further considera- 
tion which weighs more heavily with us than 
all the rest put together, and then some; and 
that is, that women are people, the same as 
men, and in a popular government it should 
be the people, not just some part of the peo- 
ple, who choose. 


Refurbishment in East St. Louis 


With Gov. Stratton on hand to lend official 
state prestige to the occasion, East St. Loui# 
launched over the weekend a citywide cam- 
paign to make itself a more attractive com- 
munity. Under the leadership of a new or- 
ganization, Community Progress, Inc., civic 
and youth organizations, labor unions and 
service clubs are rolling up their sleeves and 
going to work as never before, Vacant lots 
are to be cleaned up, parkways planted with 
flowers, playgrounds improved and property 
owners solicited to participate in their neigh- 
borhoods. As the Governor said, industries 
now have concerns other than locating in 
communities with low taxes. Today they 
seek advantages and good living conditions 
for their employes. East St. Louis’s face lift- 
ing will be good for itself and the entire 
metropolitan area. 


Knowland Aims His Gun 


If President Eisenhower's bill to extend the 
Reciprocal Trade Act for five years passes 
the Senate it will be over the opposition of 
the Republican leader in the Senate, William 
F. Knowland. For no sooner had the House 
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Education is its principal task. This means 


an intensive effort at informing the people

If only one person from each of these 44 
“grass roots” districts could be persuaded to 
attend meetings of the Freeholders that would 
be quite a gain. Only about a half-dozen 
visitors have been in attendance at each of 
the Freeholders’ first three meetings. 


Republican Protest Grows 


Republican Senators Thye of Minnesota 
and Beall of Maryland have joined in the 
adyerse criticism of the practice of Presi- 
dential Assistant Sherman Adams in accept- 
ing lavish favors from a Boston industrialist 


who does business with federal regulatory — 


agencies. Last week the Bernard Goldfine 
disclosures brought. criticism from Senators 
Potter of Michigan, Williams of Delaware and 
Goldwater of Arizona. 

This means that five Republican Senators 
—or almost a fourth of the Republicans who 
are up for re-election to the Senate this No- 
vember—have already gone on public record 
against expensive gifts in high Republican 
circles. One Republican Senator who is up 
for re-election has not yet condemned the 
practice nor is he likely to—Senator Payne 
of Maine. He along with Senator Cotton of 
New Hampshire was also on the Goldfine 
favor list. 

If Senator Payne survives the Maine pri- 
mary, where he is under challenge, he will 
have to face popular Democratic Gov. Muskie 
in the fall. Senator Payne already had a race 
on his hands before the House subcommittee 
investigation and he now probably is wishing. 
that all those vicuna coats were still warming 
their original wearers on the peaks of the 
Andes. 


Police Must Obey the Court 


“Amazing” is the only word for the state- 
ment of Virgil W. Peterson, director of the 
Chicago Crime Commission, that it is unrealis- 
tic to expect police to comply with rules im- 
posed by the Supreme Court regarding the 
arrest, search, seizure and questioning of sus- 
pects and still be able to enforce the law ef- 
fectively. Police officers, we believe, have 
no choice other than to obey the Court. 

Mr. Peterson spoke here at the Midwest 
meeting of the American Bar Association. At 
the*same meeting Malcolm Anderson, Assist- 
ant Attorney General in charge of the Crimi- 
nal Division of the Department of Justice, 
also defended the legality of wiretapping by 
the F.B.I. On-this point, Mr. Anderson may 
be technically correct since the law forbids 
the disclosure of information gained by wire- 
tapping rather than taps themselves. But 
the practice runs against the spirit of the 
law. which the Court has followed. 

Circuit Attorney Thomas Eagleton of St. 
Louis, we believe, was correct when he con- 
demned wiretapping in his testimony before 
the Hennings committee. The practice is 
such an outrageous governmental invasion of 
privacy that it should not be condoned even 
if now and then it might make police work 
a little easier. 

It is distressing that lawyers, especially 
Government lawyers, should seem so at vari- 
ance with the spirit of the Bill of Rights. They 
and all others in the field of crime preven- 
tion might well ponder the words spoken at 


this same gathering: by Charles S. Rhyne, . 


president of the American Bar Association: 
“Most of the ills of our nation are due, in 
part at least, to a disrespect for law.”

He said he was on his way 
to Russia to try to collect roy- 
alties for American authors.

Stevenson, accompanied by 
his 25-year-old son, Borden, 
said he would spend a week 
on business in Britain, then 
go on to Brussels and Scan- 
dinavia before leaving for 
Russia.

Fighting Illiteracy 


JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., June 16. 

THERE HAS just come to my attention an important 
organization called the National Commission for Adult Lit- 
eracy, a non-governmental group established by the Adult 
Education Association of the U.S.A., with headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. This commissidn.-working in co-opera- 
tion with the Office of Education, is trying to meet a sit- 
uation which under modern conditions of life is a great 
threat*to our democratic form of government and our abil- 
ity to function well as leader of the non-Communist world. 

In spite of the fact that we have a free, universal and 
compulsory educational system in the United States, our 
last census showed almost 10,000,000 adult citizens 25 years 
of age and over who were illiterate—that is to say, they 
had had less than five years of schooling. Broken down into 
groups, this meant that we have 4,000,000 native whites, 
3,000,000 foreign-born whites and 3,000,000 Negroes who 
cannot read or write. 


This is not a problem for particular states 
only, for the count reveals that practically every 
state in the Union has large numbers of illiterates. 
A higher proportion of them are over 45, but every 
year about 60,000 functional illiterates reach the 
age of 14. It is true that illiteracy is slowly de- 
creasing in the country, but we cannot afford te 
get rid of this block slowly since the demands 
made on adults increasingly require that they be 
literate. 


IT IS FOR THESE REASONS that the commission has 
been established. Its purposes are to inform the public of 
the problems creaated by illiteracy and to point out the 
need for constructive action. 

To prevent duplication, the commission will collect'and 
study facts and co-ordinate the knowledge about all pro- 
grams now working on this problem. It will tr yto obtain 
co-operation in all communities so that the communities 
will improve adult education in their regular educational 
program. 


If it succeeds in its objectives and we can do 
the kind of quick educational job for adults in this 
country to meet our need for: educated citizens, 
then the commission can leave the work in the 
hands of the Office of Education to prevent such 
a situation from arising again and te keep every 
part of the country stimulated to prevent illiteracy 
in their own community. 


, UNTIL THE PRESENT OBJECTIVES are reached, the 
commission must raise its budget from private contribu- 
tions, assembly a staff of able people and do a publicity job 
which will take much concentrated effort. I believe this 
work is of concern to every thinking American citizen, and 
I hope that the commission's headquarters at 2700 Ontario 
road, N.W., Washington, D.C., will be a very busy place 
where many people come to offer their help and to get the 
necessary information.

the haying equipment ran full 
tilt. Mower, side-delivery rake, 
pick-up baler and the trucks 
with their crews of boys to 
haul the bales to the barn— 
all were busy from morning un- 


til night. When the week was 
over, almost 2000 bales of 
green and fragrant hay were 
safely stacked away. Best of 
all, every bale went in with- 
out a raindrop having touched 
it. Seldom in our years at 
Possum Trot had we seen a 
finer prospect for the harvest. 
Each meadow, it seemed, head- 
ed toward ripening on the same 
days so that the problem was 
always which one to cut next. 


Every night as we went to 
bed, we would scan the sky 
for signs of a storm, and 
sleep more soundly when we 
found none. Each morning 
we were up early, judging 
from the amount of dew 
that had fallen during the 
night what manner of day 
lay ahead. When Ern had to 
leave at last to bale his own 
alfalfa, Gordon Nickelson 
came from® the adjoining 
farm te handle the last field, 
while Matt and I stayed busy 
with mowing machine and 
rake. Somewhat remark- 


gullied and eroded; in some 


cases with literally all of the 
topsoil layer washed away. 
Such land must go through 
many steps before it is produc- 
tive again and in this case it 
was terraced, heavily limed, 
fertilized and planted to gras- 
ses and legumes. Some fields 
were pastured, others cut for 
hay. But the latter were ftop- 
dressed with more fertilizer 
when a hay crop was removed. 
Steadily the fertility climbed, 
so that even during the long 
five-year drouth these fields 
were fairly productive. Inci- 
dentally the grass and legume 
mixtures here are interesting 
when compared with those gen- 
erally recommended when we 
first came to Possum Trot. In 
high favor then was the single 
grass or legume, planted on the 
theory that a mixture of several 
species would compete with 
each other to their mutual de- 
triment. But our observation 
had been that nature achieves 
her maximum crop production 
and life-carrying capacity on 
land where countless species of 
plants live and grow together. 
It seemed to us there was more 
here than competition; in fact, 
an evidently beneficial co-op- 
eration between: the many 
species. In the face of some 
lifted eyebrows on the part-of 
the experts, we started using 
mixtures of as many as 10 le- 
gumes and grasses and found
